Greesbelt Consumer Services 
Acquires line Kroger Stores 

Sale of nine Kroger Co, supermarkets in the Washington D. C. 
area to Greenbelt Consumer Services, Inc., operators of Consumers 
Supermarkets, was announced last week. 

The announcement was made jointly by Jacob E. Davis, Presi¬ 
dent of Kroger, and Benjamin Rosenzweig, President of G.C.S. 
Four of the stores are located in Montgomery and Prince Georges 
Counties, Maryland and the remainder are situated in Arlington 
and Fairfax Counties in Northern Virginia. _ 
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One compromise proposal that 
seems to be gaining ground is that 
of applying the housing price index 
to a percentage—say, 50 percent— 
of the original sales price of the 
new home (with appropriate allow¬ 
ances for improvements). This 
would be a compromise between 
applying the housing index to the 
total sales price of the house and 
applying the index to just the cash 
investment ( down payment plus 
principal payments on mortgage). 

As an illustration, take the case 
of a larger home which was pur¬ 
chased for $27,000. Assume that 
the purchaser decides to sell five 
years later and the housing index 
has gone up 10 percent during this 
period. The housing index would 
then be applied not to the full 
$27,000 but to predetermined pro¬ 
portion—say, 50 percent of $27,000, 
or $13,500. In this instance, the 
new resale price would be $28,350 
($27,000 plus $1,350). 

This illustration assumes that no 
improvements are involved and 
that the house is in a salable 
shape (if not, deductions would be 
made from the owner’s equity to 
bring the house up to salable 
shape) . 

If the total sales price of the 
original house were used as a 
basis, then the resale price, in the 
illustration above, would be $29,700 
($27,000 plus 10 percent of $27,000). 
If just the cash investment were 
used and the member made a down 
payment of 10 percent, the resale 
price would be in the vicinity of 
$27,750. 

Other Proposals 

Another proposal would leave the 
cost of the land out of the equation 
and apply the housing index to 
the total sales price of the home, 
after deducting the cost of the 
land. 

Still another proposal was to 
extend the period during which no 
gain at all would be allowed. At 
present, no gain is being allowed 
during the first two years of oc¬ 
cupancy and this could be in¬ 
creased to three, four, or five years. 

Proposals not using the housing 
index were also advanced. One 
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would provide that the amount of 
gain allowed in a new larger home 
would be tied to the average gain 
that was realized by sellers of old 
GHI homes during the same 
period. Another was to use the 
appraisal value to determine the 
gain, but only allow the selling 
member that proportion of the gain 
that was represented by his cash 
investment. 

The next meeting in the series 
will be held Monday evening, May 
1, at 8 p.m. at the GHI offices. 


City Notes 

A small area of Greenbelt was 
without water on Tuesday when a 
water main ruptured at the end of 
Lakeside Drive, The break also 
caused rusty water and lowered 
water pressure in most of the city. 

The damage occurred when a 
bulldozer working in the soft clay 
area of the University Square 
swimming pool crossed over a 
storm sewer line, breaking it and 
crushing the water main which lay 
beneath it. A crew from the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission worked throughout the day 
to repair the main.

Repair of the city’s leaf vacuum, 
the “Litter Gitter,” has been de¬ 
layed because of the failure of a 
needed new part to arrive. In the 
meantime, piles of leaves awaiting 
removal will have to go on waiting. 
The Public Works Dept, crew, 
however, cleaned roadsides through¬ 
out the city last week. They also 
sodded along the bank at the bay 
end of the lake, but could not 
complete the job because they ran 
out of sod and the supplier was 
slow in making delivery. 

Everything seems to be in an 
unfinished state—the exit road be¬ 
ing built from Springhill Lake to 
the Beltway Plaza, for example, 
and the repair job to the gardens 
and lawn areas in the commercial 
Center following excavations to re¬ 
pair the heating system. Crews 
for private contractors are work¬ 
ing on both projects, but the end 
is not in sight.

In announcing the sale, Mr. 
Davis said: 

“After much study and careful 
consideration, we reluctantly con¬ 
cluded that the continued invest¬ 
ment of management time and ef¬ 
fort required to operate these 
stores in keeping with Kroger 
standards was not in the best in¬ 
terests of our shareholders.” 

“The new store sites so vital to 
expansion and growth in the mar¬ 
ket were difficult and expensive 
to secure. By disposing of these 
stores at this time we will be better 
able to utilize company assects in 
expansion plans elsewhere.” 

Mr. Rosenzweig pointed out that 
he appreciated Kroger’s confidence 
in the business ability of GOS, as 
indicated by the sale. “The Co-op 
is looking forward to this chal¬ 
lenging opportunity for growth,” 
he stated, and added, “We intend 
to bring the customers of these 
new stores the same high quality 
foods, services and price saving 
which have earned Consumers 
Supermarkets their reputation for 
integrity in Washington.” 

Robert E. Morrow, Resident 
General Manager of Greenbelt and 
Vice President of Checchi & Co., 
the managing agents of Greenbelt 
Consumer Services, Inc., stated 
that the Cooperative planned to 
operate the stores as part of their 
growing chain of Consumer Super¬ 
markets. The sale is effective May 
1 . 

With the addition of the Kroger 
stores, Greenbelt will operate a 
total of 22 supermarkets. Nineteen 
of these are in the Washington 
area; two in Baltimore; and one 
in Westminster, Maryland. The 
Greenbelt Co-op operates eight 
Consumer Service Stations; seven 
Consumers Pharmacies; and four 
SCAN Co-op Contemporary furni¬ 
ture stores. It also operates joint¬ 
ly with the National Farmers 
Union and the National Council of 
Senior Citizens, a mail order phar¬ 
macy in the District of Columbia 
called Direct Drug Service. 

Greenbelt is the largest urban 
Consumer Cooperative in the 
United States. Sales for the last 
fiscal year, which ended January 
28, 1967, were $32,800,000, the high¬ 
est ever. The Co-op is owned by 
19,000 member families, most of 
whom live in the Washington- 
Baltimore area . Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services, Inc., began 1939 
in Greenbelt, Maryland where it 
still operates several facilities.

According to Police Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane, the school will be under 
police surveillance; in addition, a 
teacher will be stationed in the 
area until all students have left 
the school.

COMPROMISE MEASURESON RESALE 
OF LARGER GHI HOMES CONSIDERED

Differences over resale policy in connection with the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., larger homes program appear to have narrowed after 
last Thursday's open meeting. This meeting, called by the GHI 
board, was the first in a series designed to hammer out a new 
policy that could be submitted to the membership for approval at 
the annual meeting scheduled for June 1. _ 
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Twenty-Five Years Ago 

Ir. January, after prolonged negotiations, Greenbelters finally 
bad reliable bus transportation into the District of Columbia. The 
Capita 1 Transit Co. provided regular bus service to Mount Rainier 
at half-hourly intervals fom 5:30 a.m. to 1:30 a.m. Once at Mount 
Rainier, passengers transferred to another bus for the trip into 
Washington. Commuting time for the full trip was 57 minutes and 
the cost was 34 cents . . . 

The influx of children from the new Defense Homes was being 
felt at the Elementary School and at the High School. The Federal 
Works Agency announced plans for building an addition to the 
high school and for a new elementary school to be ready by the fall 
at the North end of town . . . 

The Greenbelt Hospital closed its doors at the end of January 
when the Farm Security Administration failed to provide funds 
for its maintenance. A poll of the citizens indicated that only 20% 
of families would be willing to pay $1 a month to keep it open. 
However, the Health Association was still functioning and two new 
doctors were hired, one of whom was Dr. Eisner . . . 

America was now at war, and the town was deeply involved 
in civil defense activities. Air raid drills were held, airplane 
“spotters” manned the roof of the drugstore day and night, prac¬ 
tice “blackout” drills were held under the supervision of some 80 
air raid wardens, and over 250 people were taking first aid courses. 
The lack of hospital and emergency facilities was regretted, since 
the nearest hospital now was in D. C. . . 

In February a Civil Defense Rally was held; the guest of 
honor was Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, and over $1000 was raised. The 
money was used to equip five first-aid stations . . . 

In March the Farm Security Administration had a change 
of heart and decided to permit over-income families to remain in 
town at least until the end of the school year. However, many 
families had already moved away. The Cooperator took the 
position that FSA ought to let present over-income families stay 
on at an increased rent . . . 

In April the Health Association took over the former hospital 
facilities and equipment on a rental basis — now the town had em¬ 
ergency medical facilities in case of disaster or enemy attack . . . 

A Salvage Drive was conducted every week ; the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment pr.ked everyone to collect newspapers, magazines, empty tin 
cans and toothpaste tubes, and to be careful not to waste electri¬ 
city. Rationing of gasoline and sugar were imminent . , .

PYLON for 1986, Greenbelt Ju¬ 
nior High’s yearbook was awarded 
a first place rating in the senior 
high division at the 21st Annual 
Maryland Scholastic Press Advi¬ 
sors Convention held Saturday, 
April 22 at Parkville Senior High 
School, Parkville, Baltimore Coun¬ 
ty, Maryland. 

PYLON ranked 4th in the state 
among the first place senior high 
winners. This is the first time in 
the 21 year history of the Mary¬ 
land Scholastic Press Advisers 
Convention that a junior high ever 
captured the coveted first place 
rating.

Resolution Number 118 

Resolution of the City of Greenbelt adopted Pursuant to the Authority 
of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of Article 
23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as amended) 
Title “Corporation-Municipal”, Sub-title, “Home Rule”, to amend the 
Charter of the City of Greenbelt, said Charter being Section 40 of 
Article 17 of the Code of Public Local Laws of Maryland (1963 Edi¬ 
tion) and Containing in Whole or in Part the Charter of the City of 
Greenbelt, by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Section 
40-44, title “Duties of the City Clerk”, to Provide that the City Mana¬ 
ger May Appoint Deputy Clerks or Other Employees to Assist the 
City Clerk in any of His Duties. 

Resolution Number 119 

Resolution of the City of Greenbelt adopted Pursuant to the Authority 
of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as am¬ 
ended) Title “Corporation-Municipal”, Sub-title, “Home Rule”, to 
amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, said Charter being section 
40 of Article 17 of the Code of Public Local Laws of Maryland (1963 
Edition) and Containing in Whole or in Part the Charter of the City 
of Greenbelt, by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Section 
40-55, title “Bonds; issue”, to Provide that an Ordinance Authorizing 
Bonds of the City Shall Contain Information Concerning the Public 
Purpose to be Served, Provisions for the Appropriation and Disposal 
of the Proceeds of Sale of Such Bonds, and Provisions for the Payment 
of Such Bonds, and to Provide for the Posting of Such Ordinance in 
a Public Place Within the City for Thirty Days and the Publication of 
Such Ordinance at Least Once Within Ten Days of Its Passage in a 
Newspaper of General Circulation in the City, and to Provide for the 
Submission of Such Ordinance to the Voters at Either the Next Regu¬ 
lar Municipal Election or at a Special Election at the Discretion of 
the City Council Except Where Such Ordinance Authorizes a Bond 
Issue for the Purpose of Providing a Public Improvement Where More 
Than Half the Cost is to be Assessed Against the Benefiting Property 
Whereby a Referendum Shall not Be Required But Such Ordinance 
Shall Become Effective Ten Days After Passage, and to Provide 
Guidelines for the Solicitation of Bids for the Purchase of Such Bonds, 
and to Provide for the Waiving of Bidding Procedures by a Vote of 
Not Less Than Two-thirds of the City Council When a Determination 
Has Been Made That The Best Interests of the City Will be Served by 
Negotiating the Sale of Such Bonds.
